its conclusion by a somewhat lengthy 
comparison of important routes in 
other parts of Canada and the United 
States where grain is moved in large 
quantities. 

These routes include Fort William 
to Montreal by points, Montreal 
Minneapolis to New York, Buffalo to 
New York, ete., all of which are kept 
down by water competition. 

Oliver Favors Greater Cut 

The rate established in the judg- 
ment, while not as low as the gen- 
eral Crow’s Nest basis, is stated to 
be far below the standards referred 
to on the eastern part of the con- 
tinent. The text of Commissioner 
Oliver’s judgment is not yet avail- 
able, but it is understood that he 
favored a greater reduction in rates 


Saving to Farmers 

The reduction of ten per cent. per 
100 pounds on shipments of grain 
from Alberta to the Pacific coast 
effective October 22, which has been 
authorized by the Board of Grain 
Commissioners will, in the opinion 
of local grain men, naturally give 
an additional impetus to the western 
movement. It will practically mean 
a saving to the majority of farmers 
of about one cent a bushel, provided 
that the steamship companies do not 
increase their ocean rates. In some 
instances, where the locality specially 
favors the Vancouver route, the sav- 
ing, on the face of the commission- 
ers’ ruling, will be approximately 2c 
to 2%c per bushel. 

Another feature in connection with 
the reduction will be that there will 
be a much larger range from which 
shipments might with advantage be 
made by the farmer to Vancouver, in 
comparison to the eastern route.

CHURCH UNION DIS. 
CUSSED AT PRES. 
CHURCH, MACLEOD 


On Sunday the Rev. Major W. F. 
McConnell M.A, Dominion organizer 
of the Presbyterian Church Associ- 
ation conducted both services in St. 
Andrew’s church. 

The subject in the morning was 
“The Basis of Union.” Mr. McCon- 
nell, in his able, lucid and forceful 
address showed very clearly that the 
standards of the Presbyterian church 
had been rigidly excluded, notwith- 
standing the promises made to the 
church, that they would not go for- 
ward into Union without the consent 
of the entire membership, etc, At the 
second vote of the membership taken 
in 1915, the Uniouist party only gain- 
ed 600 votes from coast to coast, over 
the vote taken in 1911, while the vote 
cast in favour of the continuance of 
the Presbyterian church, or against 
union, was increased 28,000, notwith- 
standing the fact that thousands, (it 
was estimated that close on fifty 
thousand) of the members and ad- 
herents were overseas, fighting for 
their country, and therefore were de- 


barred from voting. At the close of 
Mr. McConnell’s address he made the 
statement that the tide was rising, 


very strong all over the Dominion 
against union, as the members were 
finding out the methods being ad- 
opted to consummate the union. 

At the evening service, Mr. McCon- | 
nell dealt with the “Enabling Bill’ 
which is to be presented to Parli- 
ment at the next session. This bill he 
showed, takes property and member- 
ship into the United Church without 
the consent of the people, as the bill 
has never been submitted to the 
members to be voted on. 

At both services keen interest was 
manifested in this great question, 
and evident determination, to main- 
tain the rights and standards of the) 
world-wide Presbyterian church.

CORRALS FOR 
FEEDIN 


WINTER 
G 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


In winter feeding of cattle in the 
Prairie provinces have the corrals, 
feed and water located and arranged 
so as to reduce labour to a minium. 
This arrangement is well worked out 
at the Dominion Experimental sta- 
tion at Rosthern, and a blue print of 
the plan can be obtained free by ap- 
plying to the Superintenderit. There 
are four corrals in pairs, and each 
pair is eighty feet square, with a feed 
alley running down between, making 
each corral forty feet wide by eighty 
feet long. There is a space of twenty 
feet between the two pairs of corrals 
and driveway twenty-five feet wide 
along the south end. The north end of 
all the corrals is covered by a pole 
and straw roof for twenty feet. A 
tight board fence eight feet high en- 
closes each pair of corrals. The fence 
enclosure and straw roof are ample 
winter protection to cattle that are 
well tended. Across the feed alley at 
the south end of each pair of corrals 
is a large water trough reaching in- 
to both. A csat iron tank heater is 
placed in this tank to prevent the 
water from freezing. 

At the north end are a feed room 
and silo where the meal and cut 
straw and ensilage are weighed and 
mixed and put into the truck to be 
pushed out on the feed alley and fed 


he 


to the cattle. 

Hay and green oats or uncut straw 
are fed over the fence in a rack on 
the side of each corral opposite to 
the feed alley. 

It must be borne in mind that with- 
out proper attention and feed there 
is no arrangement of corrals that 
will winter cattle. All animals must 
have abundance of good feed in or- 
der to thrive, and it has been found

ited Church of Canada.” ; 

The amendment was: 

“Whereas a request has come to 
this synod that certain members of 
| this court be appointed to represent 
the Presbyterian church in this prov- 
ince as members of the supreme 
council of a church that does not yet 
exist. 
| “And, whereas, if the enabling bills 
were passed by the dominion parlia- 
}ment the general council would be 
called to meet within six weeks of 
the date of the passing of these bills; 
while the congregations are given six 
months in which to take action, thus 
jcreating a situation in which the 
general council would be dealing with 
the life and work of congregations 
that it did not represent. 

“And, whereas, the action of a ma- 
jority of the commissioners of the 
last general assembly in approving 
the enabling bills and appointing a 
union committee, charged with the 
work of presenting these bills to the 
dominion parliament for its approval 
has brought into being an entirely 
new state of this question that has 
not been submitted to the people, who 
constitute the Presbyterian church,

DON'T FAIL TO WEAR A POPPY 


Nearly every citizen in the Province 
of Alberta and throughout the whole 
Dominion will be wearing a poppy on 
the 11th of November as a mark of 
esteem for our gallant dead soldiers. 

The cities and towns in the province 
are responding nobly to the call made 
upon them for the promotion of this 
annual event. Judging by the number 
of orders received at Poppy Day Cam- 
paign Headquarters, Provincial Com- 
mand G.W.V.A., Calgary, the sale of 
poppies this year will double that of 
former years, and it would seem as 
the 11th of November approaches 
greater difficulty will be experienced 
by the staff to cope with the demand 
for these embelems. 

By wearing a poppy on Armistice 
Day :— 

1,.—You honor the Dead. 

2.—You assist the disabled depend- 
ents by providing a means of employ- 
ment in the manufacture of these 
poppies—they are all made in Canada 
by the Vetcraft Branch Department 
of Soldiers’ Civil Re-Establishment. 

3.—You materially assist in im- 
proving the soldier legislation and 
the better care and treatment of the 
disabled, the widows and the orphans 
of the men who served. 

4—You assist those widows and 
orphans and disabled men who are 
unable to take up their own cases, to 
have the G.W.V.A act in their be- 
half. 

Any person who resides in isolated 
districts and outside the scopé of any 
town which is handling poppies and 
unable to obtain them locally, may 
apply direct to Headquarters. For the 
sum of one dollor ($1.00) either ten 
small poppies or four large ones will 
be sent in return.
